half of pure food legislation’ was answered 
finally by the house of representatives this 


afternoon, when it passed a bill of this char-. 


acter by a vote of 240 to 17. 

There was nothing spectacular about the 
victory, overwhelming as the vote shows it 
to have been. There wasa continuous repeti- 
tion of “ aye,” “ aye,” “ aye” as the roll was 
called on the passage of the bill, with an oc- 
casional “no” from a southern demopcrat, 
who preferred to permit a continuance of 
fraud than to prevent it by federal action. 

The leaders of the house who had objec- 
tions some weeks ago to a consideration of 
the bill on the ground that the measure did 
not command sufficient support to insure ite 


adoption, entertained a different opinion te 


after the vote had been taken. It was plain 
that had there been a disposition to push the 
legislation it now would be on the statute 
books, and Secretary Wilson would be en- 
forcing it, As it is, the announcement will 
have to be made to the senaté on Monday 
that the house has acted, the conferees will 
assemble on Tuesday, and there will be left 
not more than four days at the most to reach 
an agreement and make a report to the two 
houses, 
Battle Not Yet Ended. 
Senator Heyburn, whose bill was passed 


by the senate and emasculated by the house, _ 


asserts his intention to insist upon the 
restoration of the senate provisions in regard 
to drugs and blended whisky. As the chair- 
man of the senate conference committee he 
will be a potent force in determining the 
character of the conference report. Repre- 
sentative Mann of Chicago, who. has had 
charge of the bill in the house, and who, it 
may be said, ably handled the measure, ex- 
pressed the opinion this afternoon that the 
conference would reach an agreement and 
that the president would approve the bill be- 
fore the séssion closes, 

It will not be the fault of the ‘various in- 
terests opposed to pure food, however, should 
the’ bill remain in conference whem congress 
adjourns. Naturally the wishes of the peo- 
ple will not have to be considered with the 
same attention after the November elections 
as they must beat the present time. 

It takes no seer to understand that had it 
not been for the public agitation which has 
occurred the pure food bill would not have 
passed the house today. The senate, re- 
versing the usual order, took prompt action. 
On Dec. 6 last Senator Heyburn and Repre- 
sentative Hepburn introduced the pure food 
bill in the senate and house respectively. The 
senate acted expeditiously. Eight days after 
the bill was introduced it was reported fa- 
vorably by the senate committee on manu- 
factures, of which Senator Heyburn was 
chairman. It was debated at length and 
finally passed the senate on Feb. 2] last. 


House Takes Its Time. 

The house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce proceeded with greater de- 
liberations. It gave hearing after hearing, 
even when the committee knew no reason ex- 
isted therefor, and was still debating what 
to do when the senate bill reached the house. 
The expensive lobby maintained by the vari- 
ous “‘interests”’ was doing effective work, 
but the demand of the people became con- 
centrated upon the committee and it had to 
report a bill, which it did on March 7. It had 
not adopted the senate bill. It struck out all 
after the enacting clause and inserted pro- 
visions which had been adopted by the com- 
mittee. It was contended by the committee 
that the substitute was a much better meas- 
ure than had been passed by he senate 
and that all the changes made had received 
the approval of Dr. Wiley, chief of the bureau 
of chemistry of the department of agricul- 
ture. Dr. Wiley’s approval was not as sweep- 
ing, however, as the committee wanted the 
country to believe, and he would have pre- 
ferred the senate bill to that reported by the 
corr mittee. 

The pure food bill was lost sight of in the 
house while the members were engaged in 
“studying” its provisions, but it was not 
forgotten by the country, which: ‘continued 
to clamor for. action. This clamor became 
so insistent that Representative Hepburn, 
chairman of the house committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce, deemed it ad- 
visable to throw a sop to the people by having 
the pure food bill made a special order for 
April 10. 

Efforts to Smother Bill. 

Since then every effort was made to smother 
it, and it is a fact which is well known at the 
capitol that the persistency with which Tue 
TripuNE worked for the legislation awak- 
ened the leaders finally to the feeling of the 
people in behalf of action. 

The revelations connected with the condi- 
tions in packing house industries further 
concentrated public attention upon the pure 
food bill, and on June 4 Representative Mann 
offered a resolution providing for 4 special 
rule under which that bill should be given 
twelve hours’ debate and then voted upon. 
The debate concluded this afternoon and the 
yote was taken, with the result stated. 

In spite of the action of the house, it does 
not follow necessarily that a pure food bil 
will be placed upon the statute books. It is 
important that all interested In the purpose 
of the measure should not relax for a moment 
their determination to have congress act. 

Immeédiately upon the approval of the act 
by the president, Secretary Wilson proposes 
to organize the machinery necessary for its 
enforcement, and to see that every provision 
is fairly and faithfully interpreted. it only 
remains, therefore, for the two houses to 
reach an agreement, and to transmit the bill 
to the president for approval before adjourn- 


ment. 
Final Fight Over Amendments. 
Before voting upon the bill this afternoon 
the house gave consideration to further 
amendments, some proposed by the commit- 
tee and some by members of the house in 
whose home districts were industries which 


y feared to have the bill passed unmodified.

Montgomery Ward Resists Build- 


ing of Crerar Library There. 
CITES SUPREME COURT WRIT. 


Says His Will Provides That Battle 
Continue After He Is Dead, 


Montgomery Ward has clashed again with 
the south park board over the occupation of 
the lake front. 

Contempt proceedings, involving not only 
the commissioners but also Judge Peter-S. 
Grogscup, President J. J. Mitchell of the 
Tilinois Trust and Savings bank, President 
Marvin Hughitt of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad, and other directors of the 
John Crerar library, are threatened for the 
violation of the mandate of the Illinois Su- 
preme court In 1902 against the erection of 
buildings in Gramt park. 

These proceedings, according te the formal 
notice sent out by Attorney George P. Mer- 
rick, will be started before Judge Brentano 
at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Merrick declares that the breaking of 
ground last Wednesday for the $1,000,000 
library building east. of the Iiinois Central 
tracks, between Madison and Monroe streets, 
constituted an overt act in violation of the 
Supreme court's order.

Says Ward Is Misunderstood. 

Attorney Mérrick made it clear that Mont- 
gomery Ward's fighting blood is up. 

“ There hag been considerable public mis- 
understanding of Mr. Ward’s position in 
this matter,’’ said Mr. Merrick. ‘He is not 
fighting the location of these buildings for the 
sake of monopolizing any view from his win- 
dows, but because he feels impelled to see 
that the authorities carry out the original 
intentions of those who gave up the land for 
this people’s park. . 

“Their intention, as expressed in their 
dedication of the ground, was that it should 
be purely a park, free of buildings of any 
sort. It seems unfortunate that this open 
ground has proved such an irresistible lure 
to public and private cupidity. There are 
many, many places where the Crérar library 
and the Field museum might stand without 
planting them on the lake front and destroy- 
ing the city’s beautiful water line. 


Shocked at Judge Grosscup 


“It seems almost incredible that men like 
Judge Grosscup, President Mitchell of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank, and others 
on the library board who are among Chi- 
cago’s leading citizens should display such 

itregard of the mandate of the Supreme 
court in 1902. The court then held, and it 
has never since been contravened, that own- 
ers of property on the lake front were en- 
titled to have it kept open to the line of the 
lake shore wherever that line might be, and 
that neither the city nor anybody else could, 
by filling in the lake, acquire any land upon 
which structures might be erected in dero- 
gation of that right. 

“Of course the Art institute is already on 
the ground, a wart on the surface, but it se- 
cured its position through a mistake of Judge 
Tuley and will not be contested. 

‘* But no such situation prevails in connec- 
tion with the Crerar library and the Field 
Columbian museum. The law is explicit on 
that point and must be enforced without re- 
gard to public clamor or expediency, to say 
nothing of economy to vast estates.” 


Ward’s Executors to Continte War. 


Mr. Merrick said the rumor that Montgom- 
ery Ward had decided to abandon his fight 
to keep the lake front clear was a “ delu- 


sion.”’ 
“ On the contrary, he has made provision in 


his will for carrying on the fight after he is 


dead,” he said. 

This reopening of the controversy has been 
expected by the south park board ever since 
it took over control of Grant park from the 
city on July 20, 1908. In the agreement be- 
tween the city and the board, however, no at- 
tention was paid to Montgomery Ward's con- 
tentions, the commissioners pledging them- 
gelves to permit the existence therein of the 
Art institute, the John Crerar library, the

Trustees Feel no Fear. 

The library trustees profess to feel no alarm 
at the prospects of spending any time in jail 
for contempt of court. The legislature of 
1008 passed a general act, they assert, au- 
thorizing any park board@ to permit a library 
or other free public institution to locate with- 
in the park boundaries if such a step were 
approved at a local referendumi, The spring 
election of 1904 gave the Crerar trustees such 
permission by a majority... Now the only 
thing left, it is said, is to dettle how much 
Montgomery Ward's * easement,’ or right to 
unobstructed view of the lake, is worth, and 
then pay him for ‘it. 

Some humor has developed on that point. 
Former Judge John Barton Payne recently 
offered the ‘‘ watch dog of the lake front ”’ 
7 cents for his easement. The library 
trustees, through Attorney Leonard A. 
Busby, made it a dollar. Mr. Wards reply 
is not recorded. It developed that Mr. Ward 
himself discovered some workmen erecting 
a temporary shed on the lake front last week.

THREE DEAD, FORTY INJURED; 
LONDON’S WORST CAR CRASH. 


Crowded Coach Dashes Down Steep Hill 


at Sixty Miles an Hour, Scattering. 
Death.

LONDON, June 23.—Three persons were 

killed and@ forty injured today in one of the 
worst accidents in the history of electric 
tramway traction in this country, which oc- 
curred in the vicinity of the famous High- 
gate archway. One of the Middlesex county 
council's splendidly equipped trams got out 
of control and dashed at a fearful speed down 
the incline. On the way down it crashed into 
and overturned a funeral coach, and@ finally 
dashed into a motor omnibus and another 
tram car at the foot of the hill, 
, All three vehicles were crowded with Sat- 
urday afternoon excursionists. On the way 
down the runaway car, which had attained 
a speed of sixty miles an hour, wrecked a 
number of small vehicles. The motor bus 
was smashed to pieces and hurled through a 
neighboring shop front. 

There were extraordinary scenes of panio, 
The Gead and injured were lying about like 
soldiers on a battlefield. Three persons were 
killed on the spot, and some forty injured. 


Some of the latter are not expected to re- 
cover. 


SHOWS OFF DIVING; DROWNED. 


Lawrence Furlong, Aged Eleven Years, 
Fails to Return to Surface of 
Clayhole. 


Lawrence Furlong, aged 11, 888 Roscoe 
street, was drowned last night in Kessler’s 
clayhole, North Western and Newport ave- 
nues, in an effort to display his abilities as 
a diver. 

The boy dived off a raft, and failed to ap- 
pear again. His frightened playmates called 
assistance, but the boy’s body could not be 
recovered. The Sheffield avenue police were 
notified, and the water was dragged for sev- 
eral hours, but the search was abandoned 
until this morning. 

The police believe that young Furlong had 
dived too deep, and that his body became 
lodged in the soft clay. 

The parents of the boy were notified of 
the drowing by their son’s playmates. Mrs. 
Furlong was in a hysterical condition for 
several hours.

The president will be accompanied by Sec- 
retary of War Taft and Chairman Shonts 
of the isthmian canal commission. It is 
expected that Chief Bngineer Stevens will 
be on the isthmus at the time. President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Taft probably will make 
the trip to Colon or Cristobal on a warship, 
pcssibly the Mayflower, familiarly known as 
“the president’s yacht,” 


Wants to See Things for Himself. 

It is Mr. Roosevelt’s purpose in making the 
trip to learn as much as possible by per- 
sonal observation of the conditions along 
the line of the big ditch, and obtain such 
information as will enable him during the 
remainder of his term of office to discuss 
canal matters almost from the standpoint of 
an expert in waterway conetruction. The 
trip will be divested, as far as possible, of 
all appearance of a junket, and large public 
demonstrations will be discouraged. In fact, 
it is to be strictly a business trip. 

It is not unlikely the president will wait 
until his return to Washington before writ- 
ing that part of his annual message to con-- 
gress pertaining to the Panama canal, al-. 
though the rest of the state paper will be 
prepared before he leaves here. He proh- | 
ably will not return until shortly before the 
convening of congress. , 

President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft will 
travel across the isthmus In a leisurely man- 
ner by rall, and will stop at intervals to in- } 
spect different points of the canal route, 
the quarters provided for workmen, and other 
matters of interest and importance to the 
canal project. The round trip from Washing- 
ton probably will occupy hearly three weeks. 


Cuts Out San Francisco Trip. 

It had been the president’s intention to visit 
San Francisco in October next to attend the 
laying of the cornerstone of the new federal 
hullding and encourage, by his presence, the: 
rebuilding of the city. In view of his ex- 
pected trip to Panama, however, the Pacific 
coast journey has been abandoned. 

The president also has modified his plans 
for a trip to the middle west In the spring of 
next year. Several months ago he accepted 
an invitation to attend the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the State Agri- 
cultural college; Lansing, Mich. The an- 
nouncement that he would visit Michigan 
was followed by invitations to go to other 
states, notably Illinois, Missouri, and lowa. 
In view of the large number of invitations 
and the impossibility of accepting all, Mr. 
Roosevelt decided he will visit Lansing only, 
this being the first of the series of invitations. 
That will bein May. 

When the president visits the isthmus of 
Panama he will be ooliged of course to break 
the general rule of presidents not to leave 
the jurisdiction of the United States during 
their term of office. It will be by far the 
most extensive trip ever taken by water by: 
any president during his incumbency. As 
soon as his vessel reaches its destination, 
however, the president in landing upon the 
canal zone will be, technigally at ic on 
American soil. 

Will Not Touch Alien Territory. 

While making the ocean trip he will be far 
from the boundaries of the United States, 
but, contrary to @ queer popular notion, the 
president in making this journey will Violate 
no constitutional or statutory provision. Mr. 
Roosevelt already has been outside the juris- 
diction of the United States during his term.

Get well acquainted with the automobile laws 
and obey them rigidly. 

Don't take intoxicants when you expect to be 
behind the steering wheel.

See that your car does not emit offensive odors 
oF smoke. 

Don’t make too liberal use of the horn, - It is an- 
noying and confusing. 

In driving in the Egy! always consider that you 
don't own the road, and that other vehicles. 
cyclists, and pedestrians have the same right as 
you. 

In Griving in the country use judgment as to 
speed. Never drive fast unlese you can overlook 
the road a considerable distance ahead of you and 
unless it ig absolutely free of obstructions. In 
meeting a horse-drawn vehicle remember that 
country horses are not broken to automobiles. If 
the animals are frightened stop your machine. 

In case of accident to human beings, resulting 
in injuries or fatalities, ‘whether caused by your 
own carelessness or not, show kindness and utmost | 
consideration. Never run away. Act as a man 
should act. Don’t shirk responsibility, and give 
your name and address willingly. 

Stop at the first sign given by police and don't 
get into arguments with them. 

Carry insurance against damage to your car.

WOMAN IS FOUND>GUILTY OF © 
CRUELTY TO HER WARD. 


Mrs. Mary L. McKinney of Peoria Must 
Be Sent to Asylum and Then to Peni- 
tentiary—New Trial Wanted. 


Peoria, Ill., June 238.—The jury in the case 
of Mary L. MeKinney, charged with cruelty 
to her ward, Stella Grady, today returned a 
verdict of guilty and recommended inat the 
prisoner be sent to the insane asylum at 
Chester until she recovers and then be com- 
pelied to serve two years in the penitentiary.

FIRST PLACE TO IRISHMAN. 


Kiely of Tipperary Wins All Around 
Athletic Championship—South 
Bend Boy Second. 


Brookline, Mase., June 23.~—T. ¥F-. Klely of 
Tipperary, Ireland, today won the all around 
championship of the Amateur Athletic union 
with a score of 6.274. Next in interest was 
the performance of John Bredemus of South 
Bend, Ind., who, with 5.064 points, won sec- 
ond place. Ellery H. Clark of the Boston 
Athletic association was third with 4.674. 

Bredemus, who is scarcely 20 years of age, 
showed decided strength in the pole vault 
and the mile rum: His vault of 10 feet 0% 
inches, according to the officials, was near the 
record. In the mile run Clark did not com- 
pete. Bredemus, after trailing Kiely for the 
first lap, shot out ahead and led the Irish 
athiete by 200 yards at the finish. 

Kiely’s victory was due principally to his 
superiority in the weight events. He put the 
shot 37 feet 10 inches, threw the hammer 142 
feet 10 inches, and tye 56 pound weight 30 
feet 9 inches. The hammer and weight dis- 
tances are new records, according to the 
officials. Kiely also won the high hurdles by 
two yarde from Clark, and captured the 
broad jump by more than a foot from the 
Boston man. 

Clark won the 100 yard dash, the high 
jump, and the half mile walk. Bredéemus 
captured the pole vault and the mile run.

Lisonjero was not out last sea- 
son, but in the fall of 1904 he was about the 
fastest class trotter in training, and I do not 
think a mile in 2:06 would have stopped him 
right then. Whether he will come out in good 
form efter a year’s absence is to be discov- 
ered, but as a rule “ resurrected *’ horses do 
not fill the bill. Chase is another that has 
beer on tne shelf, his retiremient covering 
two years. Redlac is a fast horse, and a 
game one, but herdly classes with those al- 
ready mentioned. Judge Green was not out 
last year, being ialc up with lameness, but if 
not “‘ouchy”™ be is one of the brushiest 
trotters in the world, and always dangerous 
in @ race until thelast heat is trotted. Gold- 
dust Maid is a big mare that Geers took last 
July. She had a record of about 2:14, and was 
not just in order for e campaign, but improved 


all the time, and beat 2:10 at Lexington. She 


is another of the class that may. improve 
enough between now and fall to’trot a won- 
derful mile. She had two minute speed early 
last.

About this tlIme of the year trainers that 
make a specialty of handling colt trotters 
generally let their charges step a pretty fair 
mile with the idea of seeing whether they 
will do to go on with for any stakes in which 
they may be engaged. They have previously 
trotted some fast quarters and halves, but 
what a colt does at those distances is often 
deceiving, and so the custom is to string a 
young trotter that has been jogged all winter 
a stiff mile in June. If thé result is satisfac- 
tory there is ordinarily a compiete let up in 
fast work at a mile, brushing and slow re- 
peats for “legging up’ purposes being the 
program until some three weeks before the 
first stake is to be trotted, with plenty of 
grassing to keep the colt’s blood cool, 

The best move I have heard of by a 3 year 
old trotter this summer, and in fact, the 
fastest ever known for the time of year, was 
made recently at the Indianapolis track by a 
son of Boreal, 2:15%, dam by Trevillian, 
2:08. This youngster 1s being prepared by 
John Hussey, who is a conservative man in 
the matter of trials, He worked a mile last 
fall in 2:16%, which was remarkable for that 
age, and having been thus seasoned as a baby 
waain shape to go on early with this summer. 
Hussey drove the colt a mile in 2:14\%, the 
last quarter in :32%4, and apparently did not 
call fot all the speed his meus r had.

Converted Trotter Doing Better than 
2:12 — Harness Horses Training 
Near Chicago Are Going Fast.

Affairs with the trotters and pacers at the 
training tracks contiguous to Chicago are 
progressing satisfactorily, although the 
weather has been a trifle cool for the best re- 
sults. 

The Thomas string at Wheaton contains, 
aside from the stars engaged in important 
grand circuit events, a fast green trotter in 
Irish, that was out last season and took the 
record for 4 year old stallions, 2:08%. Sinte 
Irish was converted to the trot he has made 
speed rapidly, and is considered up to a mile 
better than 2:12 right now, although his best 
work has been about 2:14. Bonanza, the 
Chamber of Commerce nomination, and Ben 
Axworthy, engaged in the M. and M., are 
doing all that is asked of them, and the 
pacer’s chances are especially well thought 
of by the rail birds. 

Over at Libertyville there nas been a good 
deal of fast work by the Geers horses and 
others. One of the best liked of the Geers 
lot is the stailion Bonnie Russell, 2:10%. He 
is. vastly improved from last season, and 
Geers likes him. The pacer Baron Grattan, 
which will start in the free to all race at the 
Libertyville meeting the first week in July, 
never looked better than right now. In that 
race he probably will meet The Broncho, 
Citation, and possibly one or two others with 
fast marks. 

Among the Libertyville pacers, however, 
Blacklock is the sensation. He is eligible to 
the 2:10 class, and the other day stepped a 
mile in 2:06, doing the last half in 1:01, which 
is by far the best move by a northern pacer 
this year. Geers’ Chamber of Commerce 
pacer, Ardelle, is up to ything asked of 
+er, but will not be strung Out fora week or 
two. She is said to have worked in 2:08% be- 
fore leaving Memphis, and to have shown a 
half a shade slower than a minute. 

Fashoda, in the M. and M., has not shown 
much since coming north.

repeats. 

Dean may give the green mare Doris Mar- 
tin a little racing experience at Liberty- 
ville in the slow trot. She is a handsome 
mare with plenty of speed, but is nowhere 
near ready for hard work. The same is 
true of his green pacers. It is believed the

Socialism an Idle Dream. 

The result’ of thésé unfortunate socialistic 
dreams would be the transformation of ‘so- 
ciety inte a Trappist monastery, where 
everybody would work for the community 
and be kept by it.

If ridicule kills 
in France, aS people say it does, Jaures 
would be politically dead. Unfortunately, at 
the end of his speech of two days Clemen- 
ceau, for political and parliamentary reasons, 
desired té henl the woundé he had made and 
so declared himself a partigan of the nation- 
alization of. great undertakings such as rail- 
ways and mines. 

This is not'the entire collectivist program, 
but it is the preface and commencement of 
it. Thus the end of Clemenceau’s speech did 
harm to hint witha majority of the chamber, 
which is resolved to break the wish of the 
socialists ‘béchuse it knows well that the 
country does not want socialism and that it 
was socialism which killed the republic of 
1848. It would kill that of 1006, and its real- 
ization—not the program of Jaures,’but that 
of Clemenceau—to ruin this country from top 
to bottom. io ae 4 ,

EPILEPTICS IN WILD DANCE 
FORM PROCESSION OF HORROR

Human Wrecks Flock from All Parts of 
Europe to Seek Succor at Tomb of 
Healing Saint.

ECHTERNACH, Luxembourg, June 23.~ 
The strange dancing procession of epileptics 
from all parts of Burope, an annual cere- 
mony inspired by a belief in the powers of 
the bones of St ‘Willibrod of Echternach, 
the healer, has just taken place here, 

To be cuted the pilgrimis. must dance a 
distance of a mile dnd a quarter. The dance 
is a kind of irregular march, in the course 
of which each person, to the accompaniment 
of music, makes three steps in & forward 
ind two in a backward direction, thus’mak- 
ing in all a series of five steps.in order to 
advance one. 

‘Particular interest was manifested in the 
procession this year owing to thé transfer 
of the ‘bones of: St) Willibrod from’the old 
parish church to the basilica, where his 
tomb was formerly to be found in the year 
1704. This operation. was effected in the 
presence of many. notable. bishops, among 
whom were the bishop of Otrecht, the bishop 

£ Treves, the bishop of Dacca, India; and 
many others. 

At8 o'clock in the morning, on German ter- 
ritory, just beyond the bridge. crossing the 
Sour, the procession begins. The pilgrims 
approach in. rows of five, in rank and file 
formation, some hand in hand, others hold- 
ing their neighbor’s handkerchief. Among 
them are hundreds of, children, peasants, and 
poor and aged men dna women. 

It is .a-frightful spectacle as these wrecks 
of httmanity, this quivering, shaking mass 
of epileptics, approaches... In their agony 
they cast their eyes heavenwards, imploring 
the Almighty to have compassion on them, 
io. relieve them from their distress. The 
spectators who line the streets do not laugh 
—the sight ts too hideous. But from time to 
time, ten; a hundred, a thousand of these 
motionless onlookers, carried away by the 
sight. they witness, join the procession and 
begin -to dance. The. whole. street, the 
houses, seem in motion.

Stringent Laws for Autoists. 

Owing to numerows automobile accidents 
the reichstag has adopted the following law 
for the regulation of the traffic: Autontd- 
biles must be safély constructed, and 
equipped as to avoid danger to life, injury 
to persons, and accidents through ejection of 
gas or bad smells. 

The equipments for the ejection of gas or 
steam must be fastened to a part of the car- 

riage where they are least observable. Every 
carriage must possess a strong steering ap- 
paratus, two independent brakes, of which 
one at least is connected, directly or indi- 
rectly, with the wheels, and with a contriv- 
ance preventing wings back in case of 
mounting. 

Carriages must bd) provided with two side 
lanterns, and the rays of light must be direct- 
ed in such a mannér that the light can be 
seen at least twenty meters distant. When 
an automobile is to be used for the first time, 
the owner must refort his name and place 
of residence to the police, horse power, weight 
of carriage, etc. 

A request for a Hcense must be accom- 
panied by the testimony of‘an expert that 
the carriage is in| good condition. More- 
over, each machine must bear a sign of 
identification, painted. on it. The chauffeur 
selected to run the carriage is required to 
present a certificate of experience, and is 
not allowed to leave the same while the ma- 
chine isin motion. The blowing of the horn, 
which every carriage must have, is to be 
avoided in case horses are near. The auto- 
mobile must always pass other conveyances 
on the left side of the road. Racing on public 
streets is to be avoided, and such contests are 
allowed only by special permit. At the ex- 
pense of the owner the police can have the 
automobile examined at any time. 


Germany Has Weather Service. 

Following the example of the United States 
Germany has introduced a systematic 
weather service. Stations have been estab- 
lished in Koenigsberg Bromberg, Breslau, 
Berlin, Magdeburg, Hambuwrg, Aachen, Ii- 
meéenau. The daily reports are sent out by 
the Hamburg observatory.

Orenaniles people to disbelieve in the robbery, 
and to assume that the heir apparent had 
done away with the crown and the jewels, in 
order to convert them into cash. Indeed, he 
Waa assailed openly by the charge, and the 
establishment of his innocence became a 
matter of even more urgent political neces- 
sity than the recovery of the jewels. 
they were recovered here, through 
the envoy at Washington, the Jongheer 
Huyeins, ‘to whom the French lover of athe 
betrayed both the identity of the principal 
thief and the whereabouts of the jewels. 
The crown and most of the gems were found 
buried jn a remote portion. of .Greenwood 
cemetery, or, rather, in a thickét now com- 
prised in ‘the cemetery, whence they were 
recovered in July, 1831. Polari ended his days 
in a Duteh prison, and. in the. archives of 
the state department at Washington there 
are, I understand, whole volumes of corre- 
spondence between the American and the 
Dutch governments pn the subject of tom- 
plications arising out of the return.of the 
jewels and the capture of Polari. 


St. Stephen Crown Has Many Burials. 

It would be impossibie to aenaiude this 
article without a brief reference to the crown 
of St. Stephen; which; considerably more 
than a thousand years of age, Is regarded by 
every true Magyar as the most.sacred relic 
of the kingdom rather than a8 any mere 
bauble of royalty. Until. this.crown was 
placed upom his head no. king could rule, and 
if he died after election; but before corona- 


‘tion, his name was struck off the list of kings.

There, 
sure enough, it was found. After this it was 
with all due solemnity restored to the castle 
of Ofen, where it has ever since remained.

It is ¢asy to understand, by the light of the , 


inspector's report, how welcome the sight of 
women; even in the ‘shape of an‘ Eskimo, 
would be to the crews of the whalers, Some 
of the ships had already been out three years, 
and one of the captains was trying to. per- 
suade his men to engage for another year.

escort the relief ship through the straits as 
far as Point Barrow. The whalers wintering 
at Herschell island had thirty-three whales 
and one calf on board, each whale being com- 
puted at San Francsico to be worth $12,000 
to $15,000 in oil, bone, etc., according to the 
size of the whale.

Charges Infidelity in’ Schools:' 


The question of ‘infidelity in the high 
schools of Canada,’ taught by the authorized 
high school geography, as charged by the 
Anglican bishop of Ottawa at the diocesan 
synod, is now) before the diocesan education 
committee.’

Sir Wilfrid, according to 
the reports circulated in the house, promptly 
met them with the threat that if this were 
done he would resign and appeal tothe coun- 
try; and nominate candidates in opposition to 
the mutineers.

SAVE THE WHITEFISH. 

If the no breakfast fad and the cereal 
breakfast fad continue to spread, and the 
packing house scandals shall induce people 
to abandon meat eating to any considerable 
extent, it is likely that fish may become one 
: of the necessaries of life. With such a pros- 

pect in view one reads, or sheuld read, with 
apprehension the well authenticated reports 
that the great lakes are being depopulated. 
The principal edible fish in these Inkes are 
the lake trout, whitefish, perch, and herring 
or cisco, The lake trout is becoming more 
and more searce. Whitefish algo are rapid- 
ly disappearing. Perch were oncé plentiful 
all along both shores of Lake Michigan, but 
new it is difficult to catch a string of them ih 
a day’s fishing, such havoc have the nets 

made among them. The herring only ap- 
pear at a-Certain season, and with brief 
| engagements at that, so that they hardly fig- 
| ure as an. article of food. 
| ‘The decrease of whitefish, with the pos- 
sibility, say the scientists. that they may 
disappear entirely, is the distressing feature 
of the lake food problem. Of all fish that 
swim, not excepting shad, blnefish, or pom- 
pano, there is:none better than the white- 
fish, no matter how it may_be cooked, 
whether fried, broiled, planked, or boiled, 
when of good weight and freshly caught.

checked by the assaults made on it. Ht 
may have winced when pecuijarly bitter 
| things were said, but it has kept on break- 
ing the laws and gathering in the dollars. 

A more formidable antagonist bas come 
forward. lt is the national, government. 
Its agents have been studying the Stand- 
ard Oil as a scientist does the habits of a 
noxious insect, a seourge of the farmer or 
the fruit-grower, so that Some means of 
destroying it may be devised. The study of 
the Standard is so nearly completed that 
active operations can be begun.- 

There are to be numerous suits brought 
under the Elkins law against the corpora- 
tion. In the event of conviction the pen- 
alty will be a fine.

The corporation is wealthy, but the fines 
may be so heavy as to disturb the equa-:

The Standard Oil company, which 
for the first time hae to fight for its life, 
will carry every case to the court of last 
resort. The war which is beginning will 
not be ended in-a summer campaign. But 
while the war may be protracted’ it can 
have but one end. There is no law break- 
ing corporation, no matter how wealthy 
and powerful, can overcome the national 
government when it is resolved that the 
laws shall be enforced.

but the nervousness of most people chiefly is due to a mental condi- 
tion largely induced and encouraged by themselves. It is that that su 
frequently constitutes the so-called “stress of life” we hear so much 
about. It is the worry, the anxiety, the terrors of business, that break 
people up. 

Lord Beaconsfield once declared that nine-tenths of the troubles of 
his friends were those that never’ occurted—thorns that existed only 
in anticipation and were never realized. They are the worst: of all 
the troubles one has, these imaginary ones; for when a thing reaily 
happens, the demands it makes for wane on %ur part distract <c 
and bring diversion with them.

The speed germs are 
in the air—one fast ride, perhaps, and another victim is 
claimed. The victim ignores law, jeers danger, and defies 
death. The speed germ attacks the millionaire, the hired 
chauffeur, the poor man who has but a taste of a fast 
motor ride. .The fascination of speed has no rival. It 
is a sensation apart from all other. sensations, and the 
glory, the triumph of motion lures the victim on. 

The man who has no motor car, «who never has 
whirled through space at sixty, seventy, or one hundred 
miles an hour with the wind roaring around him, with 
the landscape whirling in one wild wrestle of trees and 
houses and fields, cannot understand. 

f/f. If any one claimed that being hurled through the 
air at one hundred miles an hour was a pleasure the 
plain people who are content to ride on street cars and 
mere railway trains, where the motion is not felt even at 
excessive speeds, might understand something of motor 
mania but no racer ever claimed it was a pleasure to 
ride at that gait. They tell of aching, straining eyes, of 
tense, weary, nerve torn muscles, of utter weariness, of 
‘merve exhaustion,.-and confess that at the end of that 
ternifying burst of speed they feel ill and weak. They 
do not speak of it as pleasure, yet they call it glorious, 
exhilarating, and describe it as vast enthusiasm. 
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nerveless the racer may become, he never can forget the 
first maddening dash—the first paroxysm of the mania. 

One of the greatest racers in the world, a man who 
has propelled himself by gasoline force across the face 
of the world at a rate of over one hundred miles am hour, 
describes his sensations graphically. 

“‘The first race was terrible, terrible,” he says. “I 
was invited to ride with a famous Frenoh driver. Thirty 
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remember it, the fear did not last long; at 


As I 
least, tt did not hold my thoughts, but made way for the 
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‘bent: easeard to strike me.  gaaslee pons iiehicioice 
of mind or body, real or imaginary, I soon became over- 
whelmed by the desire to go faster. With only a few 
minutes of experience and a few miles of road behind me 
I had fallen a victim of the motorist’s mania. Faster, 
faster! That was the.cry of my soul, and neither fear 
nor dust nor blinding wind could overcome the craving 
for more speed. .Then, as now, I knew that no motor 
could be built strong enough to satisfy my longing; that 
if I were to fly through the air at two hundred miles an 
hour I would still seek wildly for an engine able.to make 
three hundred. 

“The most distinctive sensation of a speeding 
motorist is the constant feeling that the road in front 
is about to turn back and slap him in the face. An old. 
motorist, when his eyes have become accustomed to the 
rapidly changing perspective, outgrows this to a certain 
extent, but it takes a lomg time. During the first ride 


I was ducking my hese or raising’ my arm continually, 
as if to ward off a biow. ‘ 

“I could not ‘drive away the impression, though I 
knew, Of course, that the road was firm and entirely safe 
If any road could be ealled safe with a steel demon 
cavorting Over it at ninety miles an hour. In the last 
furlong the white ribbon bent back toward me as threat- 
eningly as in the first, and my arm hung limp, from the 
strain of being raised so often, when at last we slowed 
down at the end. Simce that day—the road never has 
quite ceased its tricks with me—-I have discovered the 
cause of the illusion. The human eye when it fixes 
its gaze on a distant object, is not prepared to have 
that object approach at ninety or a hundred miles 
an hour. In this case the ‘object is a far-off bit of 
road, which, once sighted, occupies the eye’s steady 
attention until it seems about to dash back against the 
pupil.”

Five children at one birth was reported in the 
Belgian Official records in 1861, -two -of-them- boys and 
three girls. In 1757 the Empress Catherine of Russia 
received in audience a peasant woman who had fifty- 
seven children. Sixteen of these had been born in four 
years, twenty-one in seven years, and twenty in ten 
years. It is not recorded if this husband. finally deserted 
his wife, but it is of record that when the married a 
second time the second wife gave birth to fifteen chil- 
dren in seven years! 

For birth records, however, the palm was yielded to 
Mes. George Hirsch of Dallas, Tex., who twenty years 
ago was credited with six children at one birth, of whom 
four were’ boys and two were girls. For a big family, 
presumabby representing a good many multiple births, 
the Madrid papers in 1883 recited the return of Lucas 
Saez to his native land accompanied by his thirty-seven 
children, his seventy-nine grandchildren, and his eighty- 
one great-grandchildren. His eldest son was 70 years old.

the law and that of medicine. 

“ Teaching as a profession cannot offer the 
same advantages as business life or the law. 
The teacher hae little chance to become rich. 
He hardly can expéct to buy nmiany bonds or 
to own much real estate. Many a school- 
master is a man of narrow mind But he 
ought to be a man of broad culfure, enlarged 
vision, and deep insight. 

“The studieés and the expériences ofa 
teacher are calculated to expand the mind, 
broaden the intellectual view,: and improve 
the judgment. Moreover, for a well bal- 
anced mind, intellectual pursuits are fitted 
to epen broad avenues of enjoyment. The 
acquisition of knowledge of itself gives pleas- 
ure. But the greatest reward one May re- 
ceive from his life's work comes from the 
consciousness of doing good to‘others. Here, 
to a philanthropic soul, should lie the great 
charm for this profession. 

“The teacher ought to be able to do more 
good in the world than anybody else. To 
train and dev@fiop the youthful mind of a 
Webster, a Longfellow, ora Rovsevelt should 
be esteemed by all a mogt 5 pales a choice 
in life.”’

Teacher Shut Out from Public Life. 

Prof. J. M. Green, principal of the New 
Jetsey State Normal and Model schools, 
says: 

“The principal advantages to teaching as 
a profession for the young man seem to me

HICAGOQ’S working day, 
than that of any other ae eat 
in the world, requires tha 
clock dials should be on oe aia 
twenty-four hours. 

In the 1,440 minutes of.such a day the city 
sends out an army of 705,382 people, male and 
female, that they shall work for hire in one 
form or another in the 144 classified oécupa- 
tions considered by the last United States 
census bureay. 


The working day of 650,000-of thése people | Bre 


may be circumscribed in the ordinary day-~ 
light day, beginning somewhere after 7 
o'clock in the morning and ending between 
4:30 and 6. o'clock im the evening. But in 
every minute of this daylight day the dey 
workers will be going on @uty in squada, 
companies, and battalions, and will be going 
off duty in corresponding numbers. 

For 155,000 of these workers whose day is 
darkness, save as artificial Nght may dis- 
place it, there is not a half hour in which 
the trooping hundreds and thousands of the 


‘night workers are not moving on duty and 


off again. Tens of thousands of these take 
up the work between 6 amd 7:30 o'clock in 
the evening, while thousands turn out from 
a lamplit breakfast table anywhere between 
8 o'clock in the evening and € o'clock in the 
morning with the full dinner pail—or its cash 
equivalent—each to hig day’s work in the 
dark.

Hundred Thousand Night Workers. 

It is one of the anomalies of Chicago as the 
greatest manufacturing and transportation 
cemter of the country, that so few of its 
population are awake to observe so many 
thousands of these full dinner palla, In round 
numbers there are 400,000 people in the city 
engaged in; manufacturing, in mechanical 
pursuits, and in trade and transportation, Of 
these thousands at least one-fourth are night 
workers in the full sense of the term, going 
on duty in the dark of the early spring and 
quitting before the dawn has appeared in the 
east. These workers in factories and in the 
various transportation lines form the greater 
part of the night workers in Chicago, and on 
those cloudy nights when the flare of ¢moke- 
stacks and furnace fires are reéfiected in 
nearly every direction on the horizon, the 
belated average citizen hurrying home to bed 
may read the emblazoned evidences of the 
night’s toiling thousands. 

Considering the exactions of night work, 
or the unusual hours of work in Chicago's 
population of toiling thousands, the neces- 
sities of transportation easily are the most 
unyielding and grudging. Always the loco- 
motive engineer and the railroad conductor 
will be the victims of the least measured and 
fixed day of toll—the two men of all others 
whose time is least thelr own. Wheels of 
the common carrier of freights and passen- 
gere must move. If thecrew which should be 
there to move them {fs not there, another crew 
must. be in reach of the insistent key of the 
train dispatcher’s office. The wheels of the 
factory may stop if they must; the wheels of 
the locomotive must turn if they cannot.

Railroads Mast Run or Town Stops. 
Were all the wheele of all the vehicles of 
all transportation in Chicago to stop, Chicago 
would be stopped. The factory that has been 
running 800 deys an@ nights in the year 
could not run another twenty-four hour day

ing would be a sepulcher of business, tae 
loop district a deserted waste. 

Giving the Chicago clock & twenty-four 
hour dial, according to the plang that have 
been suggested by the clock reformers, there 
would be the least possible doing between

At 2 o’clock im the great factories the night 
shifts are working steadily and uninterrupt- 
edly at the pace steadying Gown from the 
29 o'clock start. In the great passenger sta- 
tions of the railroads the hour represents 
the hush juet before the dawn of the fast 
mail headlights in the train sheds. The city 
streets are dead and sleep lies heaviest

Three o'clock marks the awékening of 
transportation, with the faat mall trains 
leading. The motorman and conductor of 
the elevated and surface cars begin to turn 
in bed.in. the process of awakening for. the 
first cars out of the barns.

Chicago is awakening fast-—perhaps at the 
rate of 1,000 persons a minute, each of them 
as he tossea off the veil of sleep seeing in 
prospect the work of the dey before him-— 
the day which is always beginning, always 
ticking itself away through the clock, and 
yet never enéing—the day in which Chicago 
is always waking, always going to bed and 
yet never sleeping. 

From 6:80 to 8 o'clock of every working

At 10 o'clock Chicago is wider awake than 
at any other hour in the twenty-four of the 
new clock. More workers are working and 
fewer are going to bed than at any other 
period marked on the dial. The hive of bual- 
ness downtown is buzzing to its cramped 
capacity, and until 14 o’clock the city Hfe 
generally is at strenuous pitch of numbers 
and material acco 

Then from 14 to 23: :80 6 Yelock the barometer 
of activities is falling slowly at first, but 
steadily, wntil the visiting New Yorker, 
Londoner, or Parisian is given opportunity to 
remark how *‘ dead Chicago is after 110’clock 
at night.” Perhaps even this old, expected 
pleasure of the visitor may be dimmed just a 
little when the Chicago. vernacular shall 
compel him to speak of 23 o'clock instead of 
11 o'clock “ at night.”" . Or, sometime, even, 
it may occur to him that the hardest working 
industrial city-in the world, having a business 
center set aside for business at an average 
distance of three miles from its place of resi- 
dence, is entitled to leave Chicago downtown 


and to go to bed as far as the exigencies 


of %se hard work will allow. 
But thie may be said of the Chicago which 
to the foreigner as so hopelessly 
Gead after 28 o'clock. It has more hard 
working citizens wider awake and busier at 
the hour when downtown ts dead than has 
any other city in the world in proportion 
to its population.

An Employer Relates the 
Rise of His Right Hand Man. 


HY have I made him my office man- 

ager? Why, I didn’t make him at 

all. He just made himeelf. He 

began here as an office boy, a little 

11456 pound, 16 year old tyke, whose 

chief ambition in life seemed to be to*’make a 

nuisance of himaelf by asking questions and 

by doing somebody else's work when he 

ought to be doing his own. Thie wes when 

the firm and the office were small—twenty 

years ago—when the force of clerks and 

office men numbered all told twenty. There 

were only two office boye then; now there 

are twelve, and the ratio of increase in the 
rest of the force hae been higher. 

We called him the ” fresh kid” then, and 
he merited the tithe. He parted his heir in 
the middle and he smoked cigarets. He kept 
up with, and, I suspect, @ little ahead of all 
the slang of the day, and he never failed to 
use it, no matter how bigh or mighty the 
man he happened to be talking to. He had 
just about as much respect for the head of 
the firm as he did for the janitor, and this 
wae nothing., We could never train him to 
say ** Yes, sir.’ It grated upon him. We 
tried it on half a dogen times, and every time 
he reverted to the word that came natural 
for bim: “ Uh-huh!’

Had a Hard Examination. 

School teachers seem to have about as 
much injustice thrust upon them as any other 
class of workers, and the sad story of P. H.

Ther 
are many delays in recetving and delivering work 
from and to the superintendent, #0 that to the 
ordinary writer $6 per week is a fair average 
wage for this class as well as the * time work- 
ers.’ This $6 also means entire income and 
living resources to the piece worker. 


The workers themselves are @ melange in most © 


part of ‘hae beens,” men who have filled all 
classes of situations requiring executive and cler- 
teal ability. Some have been satisfactory em- 
ployés in positions of trust, necessitating great 
requirements. One, for instance, was the business 
manager of @ great fireproof safe company with 
a salacy of $8,500 per year. Another was an ¢x- 
captain in the United States regular army, and 
so they go, from bookkeepers, bank clerks, office 
men, down to an cocasional mechanic or stripling 
boy. They all come to their vocation from the 
same clase—the unsuccessful ones. They work 
fast and hard and spend quickly their meager 
pittance, until the whole thing becomes « routine 
struggle for existence. 

Occasionally—it’s the exception—some one of 
these pulls himself together and aspires. Man- 
hood’s old flame, so long smoldering, rekindles 
and lights him mMto better conditions. The great 
body. disappear somewhere, but where no one 
eeems much to care or know. 

Four dollars per week with plenty of food is 
easily better than §6 or even $7 with the food 
to be provided. As to what keeps these men, 
as @ whole, in these situations without higher 
aspirations, at least in seeming, is not quite so

The: afternoon 
newspaper offices, carriers, wagons, and the 
mail handlers are busiest. The street car 
systems take on their full quota of “ rush ” 
trains and the greatest number of extra 
men. 
16 O'CLOCK-—The night shifts of the bulld- 
ers in nearly every line of work ate in readi- 
ness for the whistle at 16:80 o'clock. They 
are the great army of workers who carry 
the full dinner pail with them and who bring 
it back empty and with digestione unim- 
paired. 

17 O’CLOCK—This is another of the great- 

est quitting hours of the day, affecting the 
counting room contingents especially. 
, 18 O’'CLOCK—The army of watchmen, jan- 
itors, porters, and scrubwomen are in readi- 
ness for the laying down of the work of the 
day workers. Engineers and firemen for 
some of the stationary plante are getting 
ready for overalls and jumpers. The last 
extra man on suburban and interurban trane- 
portation is in the fill rush of the hour. 
Waiters in thousands are busy with dinner. 

19 O'CLOCK-—Theaters are awakening. 
The army of scene shifters and ushers and 
property men for the “legitimate” and the 
vaudeville houses have taken up the pres- 
sure work of the twenty-four hour day. 
Within a few minutes of the striking of the 
hour the stage people will be eritering drees- 
ing rooms and making up. Hundreds of 
city police promptly on the hour will move 
out on the night beats, to tramp till 4 o’clock. 


29 O’'CLOCK—This is the awakening hour 
for the “ under world.” Its countiess thou- 
sands are yawning and looking out of win- 
dow for the dawning of the dark. The per- 
son whose business is speaking or amusing 
from platform or parlor finds his day’s work 
begun. Professional society people are now 
widest awake in anticipation of social rounds. 
Everywhere the night worid is stirring. 

21 O’CLOCK—Another of the dead calms 
of the day falls upon the world of workers 
going to work. Always the person in emer- 
gency positions must consider this twenty- 
first hour; to others it hag little significance. 

22 O’CLOCK—Again the armies of the mills 
and factories which never stop are moving 
in colurnns to the rolls, lathes, benches, and 
countless mechanisms which they master 
in their work. Passenger train men are in 
readiness for the later through trains that 
will leave for the four points of the compass. 
It is one Of the busy hours of the early night. 

238 O’CLOCK—Again the blue coated police 
of the city turn out on the late shift. These 
take up work and go off duty at 8 o'clock, and 
these are the men who cover the city between 
4-o’clock and 7 o’clock, when the two main 
details are off duty. Again there are detalis 
of mén taken on for the late rush of urban 
passengers. But the hour is late. 

24 O’CLOCK—Again there is a shift of the 
builders. From the whistle blast at 16 
o’clock the night workers on the rush bulld- 
ings have labored to an end, and a new brig- 
ade with dinner patis are lining up. The 
owl’ car man every where is ready for the 
bell signal. And most of the daylight work- 
ers are dreaming. 

There is no Chicago night. There is Chi- 
cago day that is daylight; but if the city’s 
work were to be measured from sun to sun 
only its measure of significance in the world 
of affairs would shrink to nothing. It is 
the clock with twenty-four hours on the dial 
which makes Chicago the city which it is.

What lends plausibility to such outcries is 
the fact, that a few Jewsalways have loomed 
golden. in every great capital; and, being 
marked out from the rest of the population, 
careless pecuniary or other statements are 
made about them. Similar statements could 
be made about any group of persons of equal 
prominence. I dare say that not a few red- 
headed men are millionaires; and, if the first 
child by a second wife were distinguishable 
from other children, invidious statements 
could be made about all such peculiarly born 
persons. Two Jews move into Park Lane 
or the Faubourg Saint Germain, and in the 
resentment at their intrusion it is forgotten 
that some hundreds of Christians have been 
enjoying for generations the luxury and priv- 
ileges of these abodes. By a strange irony, 
even when the Christian becomes aware of 
the swarming masses of Hast End Jewry, he 
only becomes aware of them under the same 
category—that of a successful people push- 
ing out. poor Christians. Certainly if the 
plainest of living and the hardest of working 
can be accounted success it cannot be denied 
that the Jewish proletariat has always, been 
successful—but it is a success of coolies.

Rothschild Eclipsed hy Rockefeller. 
- The Jews succeed.in living where others 
woulda die. Why the Jews succeed in living 
where others would die is because of all the 
efforts made to make them die where others 
are permitted to Mve. This struggte for life 
which es the fittest alone survive has 
among no people taken more cruel form than 
among ‘the Jews, who have had to fight arti- 
ficial disabilities as well as natural, The 
power of surviving amidst hostile conditions 
means, also, the power of prospering when 
the conditions are emeliorated. Doubtless. 
there was a time whena Jewish name stood 
asa synonym for wealth “ heyond the dreams 
of avarice,” but the fame of Rothschild has 
been eclipsed by that of Rockefeller, Car- 
negie, or J. Pierpont Morgan. These Amer- 
icans have quite wiped out European Jewa, 
and I fail to eee, even among American 
Jews, any names vying in magnificence with 
these of Christian reputation. Considering 
the comiparative facility with which fortunes 
are made in America, we shall, perhaps, find 
one reason for the success of some Jews, The 
manufacture of millionaires from nobodies, 
which gseeme to be a feature of American life, 
is due to the boundless field of enterprise 
and to the conditions of socialequality which 
prevail in the United States. The European 
and other old masses have accepted the idea 
that they were born poor and must remain 
poor. European society hag tended to re- 
produce, in every generation, with some va- 
riations, the grades of wealth established 
by a traditional history. 
** Send us, Lord, our daily rations; 
Bless the squire and hi# relations,” 
has been the motto of the European masses 
' a * 


Money Beyond Social Position. 

The Jew, however, standing outside the 
feudal system by which Europe was or- 
ganized, was able to escape from this point 
of view. He did not belong to the lower 
classes, for the simple reason that he be- 
longed to no class at all. He thus escaped 
the general notion of the hierarchy of wealth, 
and had the audacity to make money quite 
beyond his social position. 

If Barne$ Barnato can rise in-a brief gen- 
eration from Petticoat lane to Park lane (and 
from lane to lane represents the full swing 
of the social pendulum), and if an Andrew 
Carnegie can develop from a penniless im- 
migrant into a beneficent millionaire, it only 
can be because the social conditions. are 
analogous. The American works in a sdcial 
medium really free; the Jew, in a medium 
in which his aloofness makes him ar- 
tificially free.

Milcionaires, however, even among the 
Jews, are few, Most Jewish successes muat 
be considered moderate. Indeed, all Jewish 
successes are moderate, Judged by the mod- 
ern American standard.. .The successes of 
the Americans are won by great intellectual 
combinations. In these, paradoxically 


| @hough, the Jew does not distinguish him-’ 


self, He prefers to build up his property by 
an endless aggregation of the infinitely little. 
He grows rich like the man in the “ Arablan 


Nights" who started with a basket of 


egg*, except that the Arab’s dream is the 
Jew's reality. 

The characteristic habit of accumulating 
possibly accounts for the fact that in Jewry 
the men’ with ideas have no money, and the 
men with money no ideas. This is strongly 


brought out in the Zionist.movement. The 


millionaires who might have been suspected | 


of large ideas and the habit of grandiose com- 
binations are discovered to be of miscroscopio 
outlook, while the imaginative combinations 
and even the practical organizations are 
made by men of letters and science. Men 
who have gone cautiously, adding field to 
field for thelr own advantage, are not able 
to coneeive of the acquisition of a country 
for the general good.. Even Baron Hirsch 
could only imagine an Israel redeemed by 
being broken into still smaller fragments. 
But the most powerful purpose of the Jew 
ig to succeed,

Barnato Beaten by Cecil Rhodes. 

Generally speaking, the man who hae ac- 
cumulated a fortune through years ef toiling 
and moiling—his imitial capital having been 
laboriously saved--is the possessor of a sober 
- temperament that is not the kind to risk past 
and future on a grand coup. It sh<culd be 
added that the Jew’s cautiousness likewise 
probably is due to uneasiness and Insecurity. 
Hy would not dare adventure himecif in po- 
litical complications, or in syndicate apera- 
tions notoriously opposed to the general in- 
terest. It may seem a contradictior to my 
contention that the Jews do not appear to 
amass riches by master strokes, but by the 
steady accumulation of small profite, that 
the stock exchanges of the world brirtle with 
Jews. The belief that a stock brokcr is a 


lusion, Certainly there sre Jewish opera-

This power of achieving nioderate success, 
of building up gradual aggregates, indicates 
gust the kin@ of financial talent waich we 
should expect to have been developed by the 
unhappy history of the race, When the Jews 
were in their own land they left commerce 
to the Phenicians. It was these Philistines 
who developed the great ports of Tyre and 
Sidon. They not only became a commercial 
people, but post-Palestinian busines: forced 
them to be middlemen in every department,

Sponge to Sack Up Wealth. 

In his epoch making work, “The Jews of 
Angevin England,’ Joseph Jacobs shows how 
this economic role was thrust upon the Jew, 
so that he became expert in extorting the last 
penny. He was a sponge employed to suck 
up the streams of Christiam wealth, and then 
came the overlord—the prince, or the church 
—to squeese the sponge and leave the Jew 
dry. When Dickens, jn “Our Mutual 
Friend,” portrayed his good Jew, Riah, as 
the thumbscrew of a hidden Christian em- 
ployer he was true to history, however far 
from true Jewish psychology the rest of the 
character may be. 

A nation of middlemen cannot be a nation 
of great originative conceptions. Just as the 
medieval Jew found his principal intellectual 
function in translating and interpreting one 
nation to another, so did he find his chief in- 
dustrial function in linking the scattered na- 
tione through the medium of “ the foreign 
exchanges.’’ Ina well known passage of the 
Spectator Addison describes the Jews as 
“so disseminated through all the trading 
parts of the world that they have become the 
instruments by which the most distant na- 
tione converse with one another and by which 
mankind is knit together in a general corre- 
spondence. They are like the pegs and nails 
in a great building, which, although they 
are but little valued in themselves, are neces- 
sary to keep the whole frame together.” 

In the ages ere nations understood one an- 
other and one another’s language and cur- 
rency, and when they were, moreover, mu- 
tually suspicious and hostile, the value of 
a universally dispersed fraternity as a link 
between such nations certainly cannot bé 
overrated. The Jew’s operations as a mid- 
dleman were facilitated by his polyglot ca- 
pacity and by his possession of Hebrew or 
Yiddish or Ladino (Spanish~Jewish), which 
‘made a common tohgue for communities oth- 
erwise separated by space and local nation- 
ality. 
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Made British Empire Possible. 

Armed with mutual intelligence and con- 
fidence, the Jews wove @ network of com- 
merce over the isles of the sea, and, as Max 
J. Kohier has shown, practically kept Brit- 
ish colonies from bankruptcy and made pos- 
. gible the British empire of today; even as, 
through the Dutch West India company, they 


‘helped the development of New York and 


America. The Jewish pfophets invested 
their people with a spiritual mission; but, 
if “the mission of Israel ’’ had been placed 
in the commercial development of the world, 
one of the vaster ironies of history would 
not confront the thinker of today. 

The mere possession of another tongue is 
in itself an intellectual sharpener, and there 
are few Jews today who are not bi-lingual, 
At the Zionist congress there was scarcely 
a man who could not make good grammatical 
speeches in at least two European languages. 
The president commands four or five, while 
Max Nordau can speak in every European 
language of importance. Hence arises the 
power of the Jew to conduct international 
affairs, especially when they involve per- 
sonal negotiations. So obvious became the 
commercial value of the Jews—that is to 
say, be it always understood, of the minute 
minority of them having capital and busi- 
ness capacity—that sagacious rulers not in- 
frequently have invited them into their coun- 
try. The most remarkable example in hie- 
tory was the secret invitation of Cromwell; 
for, as Lucien Wolf has so brilliantly dem- 
onstrated, Cromwell's motive was to extend 


_England’s colonial trade. But, though Crom- 


well was far ahead of his time and had to 
face the fierce opposition of his people, we 
find only a dozen years iater Sir Josiah Child, 
the governor of the East India company, 
‘pleading for their naturalization on the score 
commercial utility, so great was 
their control of foreign and colonial trade.

Social Life Is Ideal. 
As regards the other national virtues 
enumerated above, it may be-eaid that they 
deprive Judea of a lowest class. There is not 


in Jewry a class so lost to humanity as that 


which in Christendom ip conetituted by the 
slum rough and the female drunkard. When 
givem a fair chance in the world the Jew 
founds a family consolidated by steady work 
and mutual affection, thue providing the best 
units for the fabric of civilization. The 
mutual confidence of Jewish relatives gives 
them an enormous pull in partnership. They 
work hand in glove with absolute trust and 
absolute fidelfty. I know of six brothers 
scattered over a continent who act with a 
cohesion that could never be secured by six 
non-Jewigh brothers, not to speak of six 
etrangers. The Rothschilds, themselves, 
notoriously owe their power to the solidarity 
that exists ~ven in cousins. It is a cian of 
barons planted in the great capitals. This 
solidarity, however, ty not what the anti- 
Bemite vainly imagines, a solidarity of the 
whole race, but merely a solidarity of pri- 
vate families. 


Marriage System Helps Race. 
The marriage by arrangement, which fs a 
marked social feature, produces @ certain 
stability, just ag it does in French life; the 
necessity for providing dowries has 4 steady- 
ing effect on fathers, while enabling sons to 
gtart with a little capital. The women, too, 
are good housekeepers and faithful wives and 
mothers. 

The Jews are good at professions because 
professions are carried on mainly by tradi- 
tions; the Jew is brilliantly successful in ex- 
aminations, and sweeps all prizes and medals 
before him, but he has not a corresponding 
record to show in original work. In the law:

is @ profession without great generalizations, 
and is built up empirically besides involving 
sound common sense, which is, perhaps, the 
root element of Jewish psychology. 
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Successful Writers of Farce Comedy. 

The function of the Jew as a critic and in- 
terpreter has already been suggested. Heine 
considered himself the link between France 
and Germany. Brandes, the Dane, a great 
critie and intuitional biographer of Shaks- 
peare, is as subtle as Hamlet himseif. A uni- 
versal sympathy with all artistic and intel- 
lectual manifestations js the Jew’s consola- 
tion for having ved everywhere and n°- 
where. The success of the Jews on the stage 
is a more concrete outcome of their historic 
versatility. The Jew who has assimilated 
with everything in turn ig naturally a facile 
mimic. Similar considerations account for 
the Jew as a novelist or dramatist, journalist 
or humorist. Mumor and wit, though scarce- 
ly found in the biblical Jew, are such dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the modern 
Jew that most of the European writers of 
farce and comedy are of Jewish blood. Of the 
four Palais Royal plays last year in Paris, 
all were the work of Jews. 
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Natural Born Jewelers. 

Intellectual capacity, together with love 
for dealing in portable goods, accounts .for 
Jewish success in buying and selling dia- 
monds. The Jew seems almost to monopolize 
the dealing in diamonds; in Antwerp and 
Amsterdam he has driven all competitors out 
of the trade. The reason he likewise monop- 
oliges the polishing and setting of the dia- 
monas lies im the fact pointed out by Israel 
Abrahanis in his classic work, “ Jewish Life 
in the Middle Ages,”’ that Jewish preference, 
whenever permitted by the guilds, was al- 
ways for those handicrafts “ in which artistic 
taste as well as manual skill wae needed.”’ 
Today, in the east end of London, the Jew- 
esses have earned a reputation for the smart- 
est mantles and coats, and have a clientelage 
of fashionable west end ladies; while as 
regards the cheaper form of mantle, they 
have quite wrested the trade from Germany, 
which no longer finds it profitable to send 
its cheap mantles to England, 
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Many Fantastic Ne’er Do Wells. 

Three out of every four chess players are 
Jews. Why? Probably because the game 
requires a combination of science and in- 
vention, Science is a Jew'’s strong point, 
while invention has been denied only to the 
millionaires. A chess player has never been 
anything but poor, It should also be re- 
membered that chess is an oriental game, and 
is in the blood of the race. 

The retransformation of the Jews—“ all 
skin, bone, and brain ’~into a hardy, agri- 
cultural, and military people, like those 
whom the Romans themselves could with 
difficulty tame, has proved to be merely a

Today 
there is figuring upon the next board on a 
basis of 400,000 patrons. 

Cleveland, O., had a similar experience. 
Five years ago it had one of the largest mul- 
tiple switchboards in the United States. 
Since it was established, however, it has 
been outgrown, has been torn out and another 
one costing fortunes has been put in place— 
to be outgrown? ‘Tearing a switchboard out 
means making mere junk of costly apparatus 
which has not served a fractional part of 
its usefulness, save as it has been over- 
grown. . 

It ig an anomaly of monopolies that the 
growth of the telephone business dates al- 
most immediately from the expiration of the 
patents that made a monopoly of the tele- 
phone business of the country, Today more 
houses in the cities. have telephones than 
have electric lights. In the rural districts 
there is scarcely a progressive farmer any- 
where who is not in telephone touch with 
his market town and with other farmers for 
miles in every direction, These are the 
results of the activities of the independent 
telephone people everywhere until compared 
with the Bell company’s telephones the in- 
dependents number a probable 2,200,000 
against the 2,100,000 of the Bell company. 

. - 
One to Every Twenty Persons. 

When the engineer has taken cognizance 
of the population and its growth and has 
considered the methods and probable im- 
provements in the establishment of the tele- 
phone itself, these formidable figures show- 
ing a telephone to every twenty persons in 
the whole country, with more than half of 
them in a state of economic evolution, he 
well may wonder, 

The word “ monopoly” perhaps’ carried 
more incentive to the ranks of the independ- 
ent telephone workers than did any other 
one impulse. With 2,000 and more patents 
upon the Bell instruments still existing and 
with hundred@ more doubtless in process, it 
was a formidable enemy to attack in the 
naine of independence. Bout the independ- 
ents in manufacture, the independent ¢x- 
change builders, and the progressive small 
farmers and villagers took up the geuntiet 
with the result that scarcely a portion of any 
state in the union is not to be reached by 
the telephone. The farmer not only has a 
telephone at his house but he has one in @ 
distant —perhaps a result of the co- 
operative efforts of himself and a dogen other 
farmers who have attempted to keep in

Terms Used in Cookery. 


To break flour is to mix in gradually a 
small quantity of cold liquid, stirring it 
until it is smooth. 

To bind a mixture is to add milk or eggs 
to make it hold together. 

To burst rice is to put it on iv. cold water 
and bring it toa boil. This burst« the grains 
of starch. 

To. parboil is to boil anything until half 
cooked. 

To scald milk is to bring ft almost, but: 
not quite, to a boil. 

To shred suet is to cut with a sharp knife 
so thinly as to be almost scraping; the suet 
should be so thin as to curl up. 

LANCH—To whiten poultry, vegetables, 
fruit, and nuts by dipping them into boiling 
water for a short time and afterwards into 
cold water, letting them remain there for 
awhile till they are whitened. 

BRAISE—To stew meat which has been 
previously blanched, with fat bacon, until it 
is tender. 

COMPOTE—A stew, as of fruit, or game, or 

pigeons, or fruits preserved in jelly. 

CONSOMME—The name by which rich, 
clear soup, stock, or gravy is commonly 
known 

ENTREES—Tasty little side dishes, served 
with the first course. 

MERINGUE—A sort of icing made of 
whites of eggs and sugar, well beaten. 

PANER—To cover meat, etc., for cooking 
in the oven, on the gridiron, or frying pan, 
with fine breadcrumbs. 

CASSEROLE—A crust of boiled rice, after 

having been molded into the form of a pie, 
filled with a fricassee of white meat or a 
purée of game. 
PUREE—Vegetables or meat reduced to a 
smooth pulp and afterwards mixed with 
sufficient liquid to make it of the consistency 
of thick soup. 


Artichokes— 

ARTICHOKES WITH WHITE SAUCE.— 
Wash them well, peel and shape them to 
a uniform size. Throw them into boiling 
salted water, and let them boil fifteen to 
twenty minutes; drain them at once thor- 
oughly. Put them on a dish and serve with 
the following sauce poured overthem: Mix 
over the fire one and one-half ounces of 
butter with a tablespoonful of flour, add one- 
half pint of boiling water, white pepper, and 
salt to taste. Stir till the sauce thickens, 
then take the saucepan off the fire and stir 
in the yolks of two eggs beaten up with the 
juice of a lemon, and strain. 

ARTICHOKES AU GRATIN.-.:Wash, peel, 
and boil them whole; cut them in slices the 
thickness of a cent. Butter a dish previousa- 
ly rubbed with a shallot; arrange the slices 
on it, strew over them some baked bread 
crumbs seasoned with pepper, salt, and a 
little powdered thyme; 
lemon, put a few pieces of butter on top, 
and bake for ten or fifteen minutes. 

ARTICHOKES STEWED.—Mince a coupla 
of shallots and fry them in plenty of butter. 
Put in the artichokes, par bo'l«ed and cut 
into pieces; moisten with a littl stock; sea- 
son with pepper, salt, and a little lemon: 
juice. Lastly add some finely chopped pars- 
ley, and let the whole stew gently till quite 
done. A small quantity of Parmeran cheese 
may be added. 

ARTICHOKES MASHED.—Sa!tcd wate:. 
@ piece of butter, a little cream, white pep- 
per, nutmeg, and galt. Wash. peel, and 
boil them in salted water; drain aad pass 
them through a hair sieve; squceze all the 
water out of the pulp. Put it into a sauce- 
pan and work it on the fire, with a piece of 
butter and a little cream, adding white pep- 
per, nutmeg, and salt if necessary. When 
quite hot and sufficiently dry serve.

How to Betome 


It is quite a mistake for an actor to think 
that he can learn dramatic art in the theater. 
He can learn only dramatic mechanics there 
what we call technique, the practical meth- 
ods and means for the best expression of art. 
He is apt to get into the way of believing that 
technique and art are one, but nothing could 
be further from the fact. It is, in my opin- 
fon, the failure to perceive and grasp this dis- 
tinction, that marks all the difference be- 
tween a “reliable’’ actor and a creative 
actor, a merely clever man and a man of a 
large dramatic caliber. 

Where, then, should one study dramatic 
art? Why, in the school of human expert- 
ence, naturally. In plain words, dramatic 
art, in the high and valuable sense of the 
words, requires the fullest possible develop- 
ment of the inherent qualities of soul and 
mind through persistent cultivation im the 
best fields of thought and action. it is an 
easy matter for almost any bright young man 
to imitate anything he sees another co,. or 
to do what he imagines another man would 
do.

his wife and little daughter... The: child was 
so young that she had no recoHection of him, 
and = was easy for the mother to bring her 
up to-.hate her, father’s name. -For a time 
Michel's brother Bernard looked after the 
welfare of the child and her mother, but 
when he became a mergber of the chamber of 
deputies“ and began to devote himseif to 
political adwancement he decided to send 
little Héléne to a convent, where, unhappily, 
the domestic differetices between her father 
and mother were visited upon her, and the 
sweetness and joy which should be the lot 
of every child were transformed into bitter- 
ness and grief until her very soul seemed 
hardened. 


The territory Michel Prinson won. for 


France in Africa made him a hero, so that his 


name rang from one end of the country to 
the other. Success turned his brain. He 
wanted to become an emperor, an autocrat, 
in his own domain. When the home govern- 
ment sent him orders he refused to obey 
them. At last only one course was possibile. 
A company of soldiers was dispatched to 
coerce him. Instead of yielding he gave 
battle, and whereas he had previously fought 
with the French flag flying over him he now 
fired upon it and slaughtered the French 
soldiers! 

Had he returned to France he would have 
been torn to pleces by the excited mob. He 
remained in Africa. Once, however, in en- 
deavoring to achieve his boundless ambi- 
tion he was severely wounded and was act- 
ually left for dead by his own men, who, de- 
prived of their leader, settied down to a 
more peaceful mode of life. But Michel 
Prinson was not, dead. He recovered from 
his wounds, an th all his ambition shat- 
tered he teturred once more to France, 
where, under an assumed name, he lived for 
ten years, unknown and unnoticed, eking out 
a scanty and solitary existence, growing 
more bitter and stronger with the passage of 
years, for strength comes by solitude. 

During these years his brother Bernard ad- 
vanced his reputation in the political world 
‘and at the time of the autumn maneuvers 
entertained at his country seat an officer, a 
colonel, to whom every evening the lleu- 
tenant took the regimental colors, as is usual 
in the French army.

It was just at this inopportune moment that 
Miche! announced his intention of visiting 
Bernard.
